This Day at Noon an Exprefs ar- 
rived from Lieutenant General Hawley, with Letters of 
the 19th from Edinburgh, cgataining the following far- 
ther Particulars of the AGion upon the 17th near Fal- 
kirk. 

The whole Army being affembled, and Cobham’s 


Dragoons being arrived early upon the Mornirg of the — 


17th, it was refolved to march the next Day to attack 
the Rebels, who by all Accounts lay with their main 
Body _in the Inclofures near Torwood; but by the Re- 
port of feveral Perfons who were fent out to reconnoitre, 
they were obferved to be in Motion early in the Morning 
(as they tad alfo been the 16th) but it was not confirmed

They accordingly march’d forwards, but upon the Re- 
bels giving them a Fire, they gave Ground, and great 
Part of the Foot of both Lines did the fame, after making 
an irregular Fire, except the two Regiments of Barrell 
ier, under the Command of Brigadier Chol- 
mondeley, which rallied immediately; and being after- 
wards attacked by the Rebels, fairly drove them back 
and put them to flight. Whilit this was trania@ing, a 
Body of the Foot, by the Care of Major General Huske, 
form’d at fome Diftance in the Rear of thefe two Regi- 
ments, which the Rebels feeing, durft not advance; and 
about the fame time Brigadier Mordaunt rallied the {cat- 
ter’d Buttalions into their feveral Corps, in which he 
was preatly affilted by the Officers, and pretty near form- 
ed them. 

For fome Time before the Army mov’d forwards, 
there was a violent Storm of Rain and Wind, to which 
we may in fome meafure impute our Misfortune, for it 
hinder’d the Men from feeing before them, and confe- 
quently the Rebels had the Advantage of us greatly in 
that Particular. Befides, as it rain’d alfy before that, 
many of the Firelocks were fo wet, that it is believed 
not above one in five that were attempted to be fir’d, 
went off. Our Lofs is very fmall, the greateft being that 
of the Officers, feveral of whom, being left by their 
Men, were loft. And we have Reafonto believe that of 
the Rebels to be very contiderable, by the Report of 
fome who were upon the Field. It was a Misfortune 
that we Could not get up our Artillery to us, for as it had 
rain’d heavily in the Night, and on the 17th in the Morn- 
ing, and having a fteep Hill to afcend, and the Horfes 
but bad, they could not get forward; and when we re- 
turn’d to our Camp, we found the C’ptain of the Train 
had abandon’d it, and the Drivers had run off with the 


Horfes, which obliged us to leave fome Pieces of Can- 
non behind us. The Grenadiers of Barrell’s Regiment 
drew down oneto the Camp, and Horfes were found at 
Falkirk to bring away three of them. 

The Evening being exceflive rainy, it was thought 
proper to march the T'roops to Linlithgow that Night, 
and put them under Cover, otherwife we fhould have 
continued in our Camp, being Mailers of the Field of 
Battle, and Brigadier Mordaunt was order’d to take Pott 
there. When we caine to ftrike our Tents, we found 
that many of the Drivers had run off with the Horfes, up- 
on which the General gave Orders that what Tents were 
left fhould be burnt, which was done. 

During the Time the Army was on its March to meet 
the Rebels, a Body of them, with fome Colours, pafs’d 
the River of Carran, towards the Right of the Camp, 
with a Defign, as may be apprehended, to attack it, but 
the Argylethire-men being potted in the Front of it, kept 
them in Awe, fothat they prevented their advancing. 

The Glafgow Regiment was pofled at fome Farm- 
houfes where it was thought they might be of Ufe when 
the AGion begun, and remain’d torm’d there, notwith- 
ftauding they faw that the Dragoons had given Way, and 
Part of the Foot. 

Thefe Letters alfo add, that it had been refolv’d that 
the Army fhould remain at Linlithgow, whither it had 
remained upon the 37th at Night; but, upon Examina- 
tion, it was found that the Troops had no Powder that 
would take Fire, from the exceffive Rain for twenty four 
Hours before; aud thereupon a Refolution was taken, 
upon the 18th in the Morning, to march to Edinburgh 
and the Places adjacent, where the whole Army arrived 
that Afternoon about Four o’Clock. 

Whitehall, Fan. 23. The three Regiments of Foot of 
Sempill, Campbell, and Blith, have been order’d to join

Edinburgh, Fan. 2.0. Yetterday a Court Martial was 
ordered for the Trial of fome Officers and Men who 
behaved ill in the late A@tion, of which Brigadier Gene- 
ral Mordaunt is Prefident, and the Proceedings began 
this Morning. The Pretender’s Son marched back to 
Stirling Saturday Afternoon. That Morning the Rebels 
fummoned the Caftle there to furrender, and again in the 
Afternoon, but General Blikeney’s Anfwer was, That 
he had always been looked upon as a Man of Honour, 
and that the Rebels thould find he would dy fo. The 
Army is preparing to move from hence again, the Can- 
non and Stores being on the Road from Berwick and 
Neweattle. As yet we have heard but of 30 of our Men 
carried to Stirling, one half of wh'ch belonged to the 
Glafgow Regiment; and we have alfo an Account of 
three Officers wounded. The others, who are miffing, 
it is to be feared are killed, particulary Sir Robert Mon- 
ro, Lieutenants Colonels Whitney, Powell, and Biggar, 
though as yet we have no abfolute Certainty, and cannot 


form a Lift. One hundred and feveuty Men, fuppofed 





to have been loft, got on board a Veffel at Borouftown- 
nefs, and came in here this Day, and more are continu- 


ally coming in. The Lofs of the Rebcls is, by all Ac- 
counts, confidcrable ; but the Number of their killed 
and wounded are not known. The Country People a- 
bout Falkirk report, that 6 People of Note of their Ar- 
my have been buried in that Neighbourhood, and that 
many of their Officers attended atthofe Funerals. Sulli- 
van Is faid to be one of their Slain.

The Albany, Bryant, from New York, latt from 
Portfmouth, is taken by a French Privateer, and carried 
into Dieppe. 

They write from Briftol, that the Anna Maboo 
Towntend, was arrived there from Jamaica, who came 
from thence the 28th of Nov. in Company with the 
Fleet for London under eConvoy of 3 Men of War, of 
60, 40, and 20 Guns, who, in the Windward Paflage, 
engaged three French Men of War, two of 44, and 
the other of 36 Guns, three Glafles ; during which Time 
twenty-five French Merchantmen crowded all the Sail 
they could to get back to Pertigauvis. Our Ships all 
got fafe through the Windward Paffige, except the Heath- 
cote, of London, who parted from the Fleet during 
the Engagement; but as the Captain was not come on 
Shore, could not fend all the Particulars. 

There being at prefint an extraordinary Demand for

e hear from Newcaitle upon Tyne, that lately died 
there, pretty well advanced in Years, Lancelot rring- 
ton, a Gentleman of an ancient Family in that Neigh- 
bourhood; but more remarkable for being the Perfon 
who, in the late Rebellion, furprized and took the Caftle 
of Holy-Ifland, in the County of Northumberland, for 
the Service of Mr. Fofter, who commanded the Pretend- 
er’s Forces, as meutioned in the Englifh Traveller, Vel. 
IIL. p. 364. He was only affifted by one Mark Erring- 
ton, his Nephew, and two or three other Perfons; the 
Defign of which was to give Signals to any Ship that 
feem’d to make towards the Coaft to land Soldiers; for 
by Promifes they had from their Friends abroad, they ex- 
peted them to land on that Coaft with Arms, Ammuni- 
tion, &c. but they never came’till they were gone, when 
two Ships appeared off at Sea and made their Signals; but 
no! receiving proper Anfwers from the Shore proceeded 
Northward. They held this Caftle feveral Days; but 
the Lord Derwentwater, Mr. Fofter, and the reft of thofe 
Gentlemen, having taken their Route towards Prefton, 
the Place was invefted by a coufiderable Detachment 
from the Governour of Berwick: Upon-which he was 
obliged to retreat out of the Caftle among the Rocks, 
and conceal’d himfelf under the Sea Weeds; but the 
Tide coming in before it was dark, and the Weeds by 
which he held giving way, he was oblig’d to fwim, which 
difcover’d him;, whereupon he furrender’d, yet for all 








that one of the Soldiers fired at him, as he was climbing 
up 4 Rock, and fhot him through the Thigh. After this 
he was taken, with fome others of his Accomplices, and 
conveyed to Berwick Jail, where,he was laid in I’ons and 
continued there for feveral Months; and about a Week 
before he was to have fuffcred Death for this Attempt, he 
found Means, one Night, to.burrew or Work him{elf un- 
der the Foundation of the Jail, and up through the Pave- 
ment into the Street, from whence, by the Help of {ome 
Friends, he and his Nephew were let down froin the 
Town Walls by a Rope, and then made to the River’s 
Side, where meeting with the Cufiom-Houfe Boat he 
rowed himfelf and his Nephew acrofs the Tweed, from 
whence they proceeded to Balmborough Caftle, and there 
fecreted themfelves in an obicure Part of it, ’till they had 
an Opportunity to get into France, which they efte@ed, 
and fav’d their Lives. 

P.S. Thefe two not only efcaped out of Berwick 
Jail, but every Perfon in the Prifon, as weil Debtors as 
others. ‘The faid Errington had afterwards his late Ma- 
jefty’s Pardon, and has refided ever fince, ’till the Day 
of his Death, at Newcaftle upon Tyne.

And as to the human Stature, by comparing the Mea- 
fures of the Jews and Greeks with ours, we thal! find 
that a Man of fix Foot. High was always a great Man.. 
Giants, indeed, we have mention of, both in facred and 
profane Hiltory: But they were then as great Wonders: 
as the Tall Man or Tall Woman has-been in our Days. 
The Heroic Times of the Heathens, when all their Gods- 
and Demi-Gods were produced, are.acknuwledged to 
be fo very obfcure, that I rank the Accounts of ‘them. 
with the Hitlories written on the Pillars of Enoch, .of: 
which we have at beft only a little fabulous Tradition. 

To what then fhall we afcribe this more than come 
mon Military Spirit? Is it a Judgment fent down upon: 
us immediately from Heaven, .in Punifhment for our nu-- 
merous Sins? Or is it owing to the infatiable Ambition, . 
the unbounded Views of Individuals?» Ambition that 
climbs with Delight over Millions of flaughtered Slaves,, 








Views that blind the Eyes and harden the: Heart againft 
the Cries of the Oppreffed, the Fatherlefs, and the Wi- 
dow! Is it becaufe the Interefts of Princes, thro’ the 
Revolutions of latter Ages, are rendered more complex 
and intricate than. they were ‘formerly ? I leave thefe 
Queftions to the Cafuifts, and only ftart them for their
